He served as Chair of the Division of
Inorganic Chemistry of the American Chemical Society in 2012 and as a founding Associate
Editor of the journal Chemical Science, and he is presently Director of the Center for Gas
Separations. In 2014, he co-founded Mosaic Materials, Inc., a company devoted to the
development of metal-organic frameworks for low-energy gas separations. His 320
publications have received more than 62,000 citations, and his recent awards include election
to the American Academy of Arts and Sciences and the 2019 American Chemical Society F.
Albert Cotton Award in Synthetic Inorganic Chemistry.
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
